The Pennsylvania game commission 


presents the following argument on 
the desirability of a "two-point bucV 
game law: 


I "In 1907 when does and fawns were 
•first protected, there were only 200 
legal deer killed in Pennsylvania. The 
refuge system was extended and 
stocked until now there are 31 refuges 
in operation, and the buck law and 
refuges together increased the deer 
until during the 1922 season 6115 leg- 
al male deer were killed. In some i 
sections of the state the territory fe 
so closely hunted that practically the 
only deer being killed are spikes and 
two-points. The carcasses of these 
deer are small, and but few of the 
heads are being mounted. In all of 
these thickly hunted sections sports- 
men are becoming discouraged, and 
are gradually crowding into sections 
not now so closely hunted. The result 
will be that in a short time deer ter- 
ritory not now closely hunted will be 
denuded of practically all the big 
bucks also, and hunting camps now 
enjoying almost absolute privacy will 
be surrounded by many otheY camps 
covering the same ground. 


"In 1921 the game commission be- 


gan a census of the antler growth for 
the purpose of securing information 
on the approximate age of the deerj 
being killed. In the «aae of dee* w^th' 
more than spikes, the largest antler \ 
only was counted for 
classification

"From the above it is clearly no- 


ticeable that the spikes and two poiijt 
deer have increased very rapid'}', 
while the percentage of deer with 
large racks of antlers is lec-easinir 
The kill of'does in 1921 .va.» 213 and 
in 1922 was 207, while the kill of male 
deer with antlers less than 4 inches 
in length was 68 in lO'l an-1 f-2 in 
1922. While the number of does and 
male fawns has not been reduced ma- 
terially, in view of thf larger number 
of hunters and greater number of 
dacr killed, the results in that; direc- 
tion are not discouraging: but there 
are still entirely too many illegal deer 
being killed. 


"The sportsmen thruout the state i 


generally a*e strongly in favor of the! 
•proposed change in the deer law un- 
der which it would be illegal to kill a 
deer of any kind until it has at least 
two points to one antler, regardless 
whether there is any antler on the 
other side or not. Under this provi- 
sion spike bucks would be protected 
altho there is a safety feature as a 


protection to honest sportsmen which 
provides that a deer with an antler 
eight or more 
inches long 
without 


prongs shall be considered legal. 
Should this law be passed, it is the 
plan to publish on the back of the li- 
cense the two-point feature only and 
get,everybody looking for a rack of 
antlers. While gome two-point and 
even three-point dee* will escape, this 
will not be a disadvantage, as the ra- 
tio between'the breeding'animals is 
now unbalanced in many closely hunt- 
ed sections of the state.

The Pennsylvania game commission 


presents the following argument on 
the desirability of a "two-point bucV 
game law: 


I "In 1907 when does and fawns were 
•first protected, there were only 200 
legal deer killed in Pennsylvania. The 
refuge system was extended and 
stocked until now there are 31 refuges 
in operation, and the buck law and 
refuges together increased the deer 
until during the 1922 season 6115 leg- 
al male deer were killed. In some i 
sections of the state the territory fe 
so closely hunted that practically the 
only deer being killed are spikes and 
two-points. The carcasses of these 
deer are small, and but few of the 
heads are being mounted. In all of 
these thickly hunted sections sports- 
men are becoming discouraged, and 
are gradually crowding into sections 
not now so closely hunted. The result 
will be that in a short time deer ter- 
ritory not now closely hunted will be 
denuded of practically all the big 
bucks also, and hunting camps now 
enjoying almost absolute privacy will 
be surrounded by many otheY camps 
covering the same ground. 


"In 1921 the game commission be- 


gan a census of the antler growth for 
the purpose of securing information 
on the approximate age of the deerj 
being killed. In the «aae of dee* w^th' 
more than spikes, the largest antler \ 
only was counted for 
classification 


I purposes. This was condemned in 
' 1922 also. The results of this tabu- 


lation are as follows:

"From the above it is clearly no- 


ticeable that the spikes and two poiijt 
deer have increased very rapid'}', 
while the percentage of deer with 
large racks of antlers is lec-easinir 
The kill of'does in 1921 .va.» 213 and 
in 1922 was 207, while the kill of male 
deer with antlers less than 4 inches 
in length was 68 in lO'l an-1 f-2 in 
1922. While the number of does and 
male fawns has not been reduced ma- 
terially, in view of thf larger number 
of hunters and greater number of 
dacr killed, the results in that; direc- 
tion are not discouraging: but there 
are still entirely too many illegal deer 
being killed. 


"The sportsmen thruout the state i 


generally a*e strongly in favor of the! 
•proposed change in the deer law un- 
der which it would be illegal to kill a 
deer of any kind until it has at least 
two points to one antler, regardless 
whether there is any antler on the 
other side or not. Under this provi- 
sion spike bucks would be protected 
altho there is a safety feature as a 


protection to honest sportsmen which 
provides that a deer with an antler 
eight or more 
inches long 
without 


prongs shall be considered legal. 
Should this law be passed, it is the 
plan to publish on the back of the li- 
cense the two-point feature only and 
get,everybody looking for a rack of 
antlers. While gome two-point and 
even three-point dee* will escape, this 
will not be a disadvantage, as the ra- 
tio between'the breeding'animals is 
now unbalanced in many closely hunt- 
ed sections of the state.
